When 
Mr. Heywood hath been ſent for to 
viſit ſick Perſons, (in which work 
he was conſtant, careful, and ſome- 
times ſucceſsful) Popiſh Friends, 
or Neighbours would often pro-

Mr: Hing- 
worth (an excellent Scholar, and, 
atthattime much converſant inthe 
Colledge Library: at Mancheſter ) 
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Mr. Nathanael Heywoad. 
who took abundance of /pains to 
ſearch and iread- over ſome large 
Volumes to ſatisfie and ſolve a 
Quotation which referred not to 
Book, ' Chapter, or Page; how- 
ever,- they joining together, that 
work was incomparably done, wor- 
thy of an Impreſſion ; but to this

The laſt Letter ( ſo faras I can 
find) was by him dated O#-þ.

My dear Brother, this evening [ 
received yours, for which I thank 
you ; it breathes roching but love 
and comfort to me; -Oh! how 
{weet! how ſealonable ! love in 
you, Oh ! how tender ! Eſpecially 
I thank you for your prayers, and 
the prayers' of others by your 
means ; -I account them a precious 
treaſure, and the ſureſt and ſpeedieſt 
remedy in all troubles. Oh ! pray 
again, who knows but that may 
prevail when nothing elſe can! 1 
have been ſenſibly better ſince that 
day of your tearsand groans, But 
who am I that any ſhould be con- 
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cerned for me? A poor, weak, 
uſeleſs wretch, nothing, and leſs 
than nothing. T have been long, in 
regard of work, in God's Vineyard, 
a withered branch, a'dry ſtick, 
and now: my body is withered like 
the graſs, my skin-parched, my 
moiſture dried up through extre+ 
mity of pai, which hath continu- 
ed nine or ten weeks, - day and 
night. About a Month ago, friends 
{eeing death in my face and looks, 
they prevailed with me to ſend for 
Dr. Grundy, who found me 1a a 
languiſhing condition, yet not with- 
out ſome hope: He cold me, my 
diſtemper was not the Stone, nor 
Ulcer in the Bladder, (which I 
feared becauſe of my ſharp paias 
and ſoreneſs) but a Dyſuria ; my 
Blood was vitiated, my moiſture 
ſowre, and there wanted dve ſepa- 
ration of the Serum fromthe Blood; 
that it would. require much time 
and patience to bring the Body to a 
good ſtate, &c. -For ſince kw 
| en 
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beeri taking one ſort or other of 
Phyfick; and am now taking a Di- 
et-drink for the Scurvey, which, I 


think, hath done me moſt good , 
but {till my pain continues, though 


nor altogether ſo acute, as at the 
firſt, but I have very weary reſtleſs 
nights ; many times Tam conſtrain- 
ed to get up and walk two or three 
hours, but God ſupports, his word 
comforts in all, and over all, his 
ways are mercy and truth, it is his 
mercy that I am not conſumed ; 
yea, 'tis mercy and faithfulneſs thar 
Tam afflicted, I have reafon to ſay 
T could not have been without ; 
nay, I would not have been with- 
out this trial for an earthly king- 


don, if God pleaſe tg ſpare my life, - 


and reftore ſtrength, I hope others
